ANALYZING AN ELECTION. 


“Professor 
Irving 
Fisher’s 
Pro- 
League 
Republican 
Association has 
been analyzing the election returns,” 
the Philadelphia Record informs us, 
“ and concludes that Mr. Harding was 
not elected by the women but by the 
foreign-born voters. 
It finds that the 
large republican gains were not made 
where the woman vote was the heavi­ 
est, but where the foreign-born vote 
was the heaviest.” 
These conclusions merely confirm a 
fact which has always been perfectly 
plain to a great many people. Possibly 
it is going a little too far to say that 
Mr. Harding was elected by the for- 
jeign-born voters. He might have been 
elected anyhow because the odds were 
against the party 
that 
had been in 
power. 
But it is far from certain that 
he would have been; and there is abso­ 
lutely no doubt whatsoever that the 
enormous majority of which the re­ 
publicans like to boast so much was 
made up mainly of voters of foreign 
birth or of foreign sympathy. 
The republicans went after those 
voters from 
the 
beginning. 
They 
needed them and meant to have them. 
That is way they bowed so completely 
• to the Bitter-enders and adopted so 


I largely the Bitter-ender doctrines. The 
Bitter-enders had the foreign vote cor­ 
ralled, and though they would have 
preferred to have Hiram Johnson as 
the candidate, they accepted Mr. H ar­ 
ding when the 
latter 
adopted 
the 
Johnson 
anti-League 
doctrine. 
For 
there is no doubt that among these for­ 
eign voters the League was the issue of 
the campaign. 
They were fanatically 
opposed to the League. 
It is not idle 
or foolish 
to rehash 
these facts. 
They are of present and 
practical importance, and they are too 
often lost sight of altogether. 
They 
have an exceedingly practical bearing 
upon the present situation and upon 
the future. In them may be found the 
explanation of much that is happen­ 
ing nowadays. In them, moreover, the 
democratic party may find encourage­ 
ment which should offset the wails of 
the pessimists in its ranks who are con­ 
tinually pointing to that enormous re­ 
publican majority as a proof that the 
democrats can expect little in the fu­ 
ture. 
A majority constituted as that one 
was— largely 
of foreign-born voters 
who voted as they did because of sym­ 
pathy with Soviet Russia or Germany 
— is not a permanent asset to the party 
to which it adhered. 
It represents a 
purely 
temporary 
accession 
of 
strength; and instead of being an as­ 
set, it is likely to prove 
a heavy lia­ 
bility because the party pandering to 
these foreign groups must in the end 
either break with them and incur their 
deep anger and hatred or else break 
with the great 
mass 
of 
Americas 
whose interests 
and 
sentiments run 
counter to those of the foreign groups. 
Instead of being a bugaboo to dem- 
ocrates, the republican majority in the 
1920 election is one of the main rea­ 


sons why the democrats should be of 
good heart. 
To be a democrat today is a higher 
distinction than ever before in the par­ 
ty’s history, for to be a democrat is to 
be a real American with no entangling 
alliances. 


CIVILIZATION AND FORESTS. 
A wise man has said that civiliza­ 
tion is a disease sure to be fatal if not 
checked in time. 
That is an extreme 
way or putting it, but there is a world 
of truth in the statement, nevertheless. 
Civilization has proceeded far in Mas­ 
sachusetts, one of the oldest states of 
the union; and in certain ways Massa­ 
chusetts is feeling very acutely the ill 
effects of the “disease” in its advanc­ 
ed form. 
One of the things that civilization 
does— at least, it always has done so 
up to this time— is 
to 
wipe out for­ 
ests. 
It has done this in Massachus­ 
etts. 
It has almost wiped out the for­ 
ests of the state. 
This is a bad thing 
for Massachusetts, so that up to this 
point the definition of civilization as a 
“disease” holds good. 
But the people 
of Massachusetts have realized what 
the wiping out of their forests means 
to them and have taken action to ap­ 
ply a remedy. 
They have adopted an 
extensive reforestation 
program un­ 
der which 5,000 acres of land are to be 
replanted in trees every year until the 
timber resources of the 
state 
have 
have been restored. 
This is an illustration of one of the 
consoling features of the theory that 
civilization is a disease sure to result 
fatally if it is not checked to time. 
It 
is fairly sure to 
be checked in time. 
Take this matter of forests as an ex­ 
ample. 
Man could not live on the 
earth if all Jthe forests were destroyed. 
But after the forests have been deplet­ 
ed up to a certain point, civilized man 
wakes up and realizes that he cannot 
safely deplete 
them 
further. 
Thus 
Germany and France have been civil­ 
ized much longer than Massachusetts 
but, instead of having even fewer for­ 
ests than Massachusetts, they have a 
great many more 
because 
long ago 
they reached the 
point 
when it be­ 
came evident that they must reforest. 
So, if civilization is a disease, we 
may at least cherish the hope that it 
carries its own cure. 


DENBY AND DANIELS. 
The long expected order of Secre­ 
tary Denby announcing the reorgani­ 
zation of the fleet has been 
issued. 
With almost breathless eagerness the 
order had been awaited, for it was to 
be a great triumph for all the critics 
of Josephus Daniels. 
It was going to 
vindicate the frenzied crusade which 
these critics 
conducted 
against Mr. 
Daniels because he divided the sea for­ 
ces into two fleets and stationing one 
of them in the Pacific and the other in 
the Atlantic. 
Mr. Denby’s order was 
going to combine these two fleets into 
one. 
And Secretary Denbv’s reorganiza­ 
tion order is out and it does not com­ 
bine the two fleets into one. 
On the 
contrary, it continues the arrangement 
which Mr. Daniels originated. 
W hat will be done now by those 
who only a short time ago were de­ 
manding Mr. Daniels’s 
dismissal be­ 
cause he had divided the fleet? Will 
they now demand the dismissal of Mr. 
Denby?
